The rural 
truck which finally responded to 
the urgent requests of residents 
whose homes were blackened by 
the foul smelling smoke on last 
Sunday evening, was damaged to 
the extent of about $300 In an 
effort to clear up the matter of 
who has jurisdiction and control 
over the dump, the Higby made a 
trip to Springfield Wednesday in 
an attempt to obtain information 
which might solve the long dis- 
cussion. He returnea witn tne ad- 
vice that the law covered this sub- 
ject and no new or recent legisla- 
tion 
had 
been 
enacted 
which 


would change the situation. 


Delegation Protest* 


Tuesday evening when the town 


board of auditors met at Super- 
visor Higby's office to audit the 
records, a delegation of about 15 
residents from the "dump district" 
appeared and voiced their objec-

Minimum Wage Law In Its 


Hands « But What to Do?

Washington, Aug. 12— (AP)— 


Now it's up to the senate to do 
something 
about 
changing 
the 


minimum wage law. 


The house yesterday passed a 


bill to do that. But, unless tne 
senate also approves before going 
home, there'll be no change. 


There's growing belief here the 


senate will act. If it does, it 
probably will pass a bill different 
from that of the house. 


That means''both houses would 


have to compromise on a single 
bill, different from that of the 
house, before the law is changed. 


Some explanation for that—and 


of the changes proposed by the 
house-passed bill—will be given 
here. But, first, background. 


The minimum wage law was 


passed by congress in 1938, brief- 
ly, it said: 


People engaged 
in businesses 


which had commerce across state 
lines were covered by the la\v 
(Some kinds of businesses wen. 
specifically 
exempted 
from 
the 


law's coverage.) 


This means that the "covered 


people had to be paid no less than 
25 cents an hour until 1939. 
N 


less than 30 cents an hour unti 


1945 and 40 cents an hour after 
1945. 


Now Its 40c 


That 40 cents an hour is now 


the minimum wage that can be 
paid workers "covered" by the 
aw. 


But living costs have risen so 


much since 1945 that 40 cents an 
hour has become a very low hourly 
wage. 


There has meen increasing pres- 


sure upon congress from many 
directions, particularly from Presi- 
dent Truman, to do two things: 


1. Raise the minimum wage 


from 40 cents an hour to 75- 


2. Bring under the protection 


of the law many people not now 
covered by it. 


The house-passed the 
bill of 


yesterday would raise the mini- 
mum to 75 cents an hour. 


The bill ready for action in the 


senate also would raise the mini- 
mum to 75 cents an hour. 


(At this moment about 22,- 


600.000 workers are covered by 
the law. But, of that number, 
only about 1,500,000 make less 
than 75 cents an hour. So a 
little more than 6 per cent would 
benefit by the increase.) 
The senate bill wouldn't change 


the coverage of the present law by

The senate bill would make only 


tiny changes in the law itself, but 
the house-passed bill would make 
a number of important changes. 


Litigation Likely 


If this house-passed bill became 


law it probably would mean suits 
in the 
supreme 
court — which 


might take years — to explain 
precisely what 
some 
of 
the 


language in the bill means. 


Officials of the wage-hour ad- 


ministration, which carries out 
the law for the government, were 
themselves puzzled last night as 
to what some parts of the house 
bill meant. 


Since they were puzzled, it's 


probable that a lot of house mem- 
bers who voted for the bill didn't 
know exactly what they 
were 


voting for. For example: 


The present law covers those 


workers considered "necessary" 
for the production of goods in a 
plant (goods moving in interstate 
commerce), besides the workers 
doing the actual production there. 


Example: Window washers and 


night watchmen 
are now con- 


sidered 
as "necessary" by the 


government of the work in a plant 
is covered by the law. 


But the house bill would change 


that so only "indispensable" work- 
ers were covered. So an employer 
might argue, if the house bill be- 
came law, that window washers 
and night watchmen are not "in- 
dispensable." 


Sooner or later this would have 


to be fought out in the courts to

It is aimed at giving a better 
price break to the fanners who 
raises, fattens and sells his hogs 
early than to the 
farmer 
who 


comes along later and contributes 
to a market glut. 


Under this provision the farmer 


who markets his spring hogs in 
September 
is guaranteed $18.50 


for 100 pounds. His neighbor who 
doesn't get his hogs in market 
shape until December is guaran- 
teed between 
$14.75 
and $15. 


sumcr would benefit, says the de- 
partment. The farmer would av- 
erage out somewhat higher prices 
than he now gets because there 
no longer would be a sharp price 
break just at the time when he 
has the most hogs to sell. 


The consumer no longer would 


have to pay very high prices in 
the late winter and late summer 
because there would be larger sup- 
lies of meat at those times. 


Encourage Farmers 


To encourage farmers to spread 


out hog farrowings and markets 


.he price support guarantee ia 
lighest in those seasons when hog 
marketings—and pork supplies- 
are usually the smallest. 


This variable price support pat- 


tern has been in effect for several 
years. 
But farmers had had no 


experience with it because prices 
have been 
far 
above 
support 


levels. 


The situation is expected to be 


different in the fall. 
A big in- 


crease in last spring's pig crop is 
expected to be reelected 
in a 


heavy market run of hogs in ihe 
late fall and winter—in fact so 
heavy that it may pull prices be- 
low government support levels. 


Government officials believe the 


experience of having to sell hogs 
under the variable pig raising op- 
erations over a longer period of 
time. 


That's a 
wide 
difference— and 


with a penalty on the late guy. 


The farmer who knows, but per- 


haps the consumer doesn't, that 
hogs do not move steadily 
to 


market throughout the year. Mar- 
ketings start the year at a very 
high level,

March and

U. S. Self-Sufficiency Surprises Many 


The British dollar dilemma woke us up to the fact that 


deep-seated shifts in the world trade pattern lay behind the 
economic problems plaguing the world. One of the most 
significant" changes taking place is a growing self-sufficiency 
for the United States in certain fields where it was formerly 
dependent on foreign supply sources. 


This country is attaining that greater economic hide-: 


pendence through expanded use of synthetic and other sub- 
stitute products. In several cases, war's interruption of nor- 
mal overseas trade lines spurred development of domestic 
alternatives. 
. 
, 
Some examples: Chemical detergents are cutting stead- 


ily into the market for regular soaps, with resulting dam- 
age to the demand for such South Pacific products as copra 
and palm oil, prime ingredients in ordinary soap. 


The huge growth of American nylon production has all 


but wiped out the market for Japanese silk. This has been 
a grave handicap to Japan's postwar recovery. 


Synthetic rubber production, developed during the war 


when East Indian sources of natural rubber were seized by 
the Japs, has stayed in the picture after the war. It is an 
increasing threat ~to the future American demand for the 
natural product. 
While the United States is still importing oil heavily 


from the Near East, Venezuela and other points, the-nation 
has under way some costly experiments in the conversion of 
coal and gas into liquid petroleum. Should these experi- 
ments pan out and permit commercial-scale output of syn- 
thetic fuels, the time would come inevitably when the United 
States would pretty well forget about foreign oil sources— 
except perhaps the promising new fields in neighboring 
Canada. 
America already makes more of what it needs than most 


countries. And now its ingenuity, driven faster by the war, 
is spreading self-sufficiency to still more fields. 


On the other hand, foreign nations, their resources badly 


depleted by the war, need more desperately than ever to sell 
their products in our markers. Unless they do, they can't 
get the dollars they require to buy the goods they want from 
us. 
In other words, it is this problem of the American 


advance that the Marshall Plan seeks to solve. It is clear 
this program will provide no permanent solution unless it 
somehow attacks the basic maladjustments growing out of 
such trade shifts as we have here outlined.
